Plant Ranunculus and Anemones as early as pos- 
sible in the fall. They will give larger and better 
flowers if planted early.

Hyacinths Make Fine Pot Plants 


Hyacinths make fine indoor pot plants. The best way 
to grow them for this purpose is to plant the bulbs 
in shallow pots in soil composed of about one-half 
peat moss and about one-half soil. Bury the entire 
pot so that the top is just below the surface of the 
scil, in a cool shaded position outside. After a few 
weeks when the bulbs have sprouted, take them up 
and clean off the pots, then they are ready to bring 
indoors to bloom. Those taken up first will bloom 
first and a succession of bloom can thereby be ob- 
ained.
